On the proposition to. repeal the ordi- 
nance providing for the Reber approach 
and to select another east side approach 
for the bridge the committee seemed 
hopelessly divided. There was no agree- 
ment among the members, either, as to 
whether the Southern Traction loop 
franchise should be repealed or amend- 
ed, nor was it decided to follow Coun- 
selor Baird’s opinion when it is submit- 
ted to the conference next Thursday. 

The conference is composed of Mayor 
Kiel, City Counselor Baird, Comptroller 
Player, President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Improvements and members 
of‘the Ways and Means Committee of 
the City Council and the Public Im- 
provements Committee of the House of 
Delegates. At the first meeting, a week 
ago, a resolution was adopted to submit 
a bond issue of $3,500,000, without’ indi- 
cating whether a new approach to the 
bridge would be chosen or the loop fran- 
chise repealed or amended. The con- 
ference Thursday apparently retreated 
from this plan and:concluded that the 
safest course to pursue was first to as- 
certain the legal steps necessary to push 
the free bridge to completion. 

Councilman Paul Fletcher, chairman 
of the Joint Committee, presided. Coun- 
cman Randall, chairman of the’ Ways 
wand Means Committee of the Council, 
Suggested that in view of the lapse of 
a week since. the committee met the 
Mayor probably had some ideas to sug- 
gest to the conference. 

“IT should like to know just what the 
Mayor has in mind on the bridge ques- 
tion at this time,” said Randall. 

“Do Something Quickly,” Kiel Urges. 

Mayor Kiel began by saying that 
he had been disappofnted to learn that a 
special bridge bond election could net 
be held for 11 or 12 weeks. 

“I had hoped,” he said, “to go right 
ahead with the bond issue !f an election 
could be called in 30 days, and leave the 
question of an east side approach for 
détermination after the bonds had been 
voted. 

“In view of the time at our disposal 
it is apparentinow that we must settle 
in advance of the election every proposi- 
tion relating to the free bridge. We 
must decide whether the Southern Trac- 
tion loop franchise can or cannot be re- 
pealed, and whether the Reber east side 
approach to the bridge can or cannot 
be changed. I have talked with a num- 
ber of persons on the question of re- 
pealing the loop franchise. They have 
told me unhesitatingly that it should be 
repealed regardless of the consequences. 
It was argued by them that the voters 
of South St. Louis wouldn’t vote for 
the bond issue unless thts franchise 
grant was repealed. 

“Now, I fully believe that the suc- 
cess of the bond issue depends on the 
correct settlement of these two ques- 
tions. 

“The method of dealing with this ques- 
tion is for all of us to determine. There 
are two sides to the issue involved, and 
either way this conference decides to act

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TRAIN BANDIT AND 
MINE MAN IN DUEL 
THROUGH CURTAINS 


Joplin Mine Owner and Robber 
Both Wounded in Holdup in 
Kansas City Limits. 


By Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 2.—To rob 
Jesse M. Short, Joplin mine owner, was 
the principal object of the giant bandit 
who held up a Kansas City Southern 
passenger train inside of the limits of 
Kansas City early today and the ‘*hold- 
ing up” of several other passengers W4s 
merely incidental, according to a police 
theory. After a Hvely duel with Short 
through the curtains in the sleeping Car, 
the robber jumped off the train, wound- 
ed, carrying $1000 of Short’s money and 
the mining man was Jeft Jying in his 
berth with’ three bullef# in his body. 

Two bullets were removed this morn- 
ing. One, taken from below the left 
shoulder blade, caused the most serious 
wound, but physicians said Short prob- 
ably would recover. Another bullet was 
removed from above the left knee. The 
robber’s third bullet grazed the mining 
man’s head, inflicting a slight wound. 

The fact that a man of unusual stature 
had been seen about a local hotel where 
‘short stopped leads: to the belief that 
the bandit, who is considerably more 
than 6 feet tall, had shadowed Short, 
awaiting an opportunity to _rob him. 

Total of Loot Put at $1100. 

Cc. G. Gibson, conductor of the train, 
which continued on its way South, tele- 
graphed from Grandview, Mo., that the 
loot obtained amounted to $1100. in 
money and a $32 diamond. Of this Gib- 
son said Short lost $1000, W. J. Scafer, 
Neck City, Mo., $65, and F. A. Seaman, 
Eureka Springs, Ark., $35 and the dia- 
mond, 

The train was just pulling out of the 
depot here when a tall man ran out of 
the darkness of the yards and cliimbed 
up the steps of the observation car. He 
had a handkerchief over the lower part 
of his face and carried two pistols. 

Oscar Allen, a negro porter, who saw 
him board the train, rushed out and 
ordered him away. The robber covered 
him with his pistols and says: ‘“‘I am go- 
ing to put over a trick here. You sit 
down there and be quiet. I will need 
you.”’ 

After the train had proceeded about 
three miles through the east bottoms, 
the robber ordered Allen to go ahead of 
him through the train. In the sitting 
room of the observation car were Scafer 
and Seaman. After robbing them he en- 
tered the sleeper and came to the berth 
occupied by Short. 

“Give me your money, quick,”’ the 
robber demanded in.a whisper, as he 
shook the sleeping man. He awakened 
sufficiently to realize the import of the 
command and his purse containing $1000 
was taken. As the robber turned Short 
seized an automatic pistol and fired 
through the curtain. The robber re- 
turned the fire and both men emptied 
their weapons, each shooting blindly 
through the curtain, which was ‘per- 
forated by almost a dozen bullets. One 
bullet struck Short’s forehead, another 
went through an arm and a third 
lodged in his knee. 

Short fell back in his berth, and the 
robber fled toward the rear of the train. 
Passengers in the other cars, aroused by 
the shots, followed him. They saw him 
back out of the door of the observa- 
tion car and drop from the train which 
Was just being brought to a stop. He 
left stains in the aisles and on the car 
platform and the passengers said he 
appeared to be badly hurt. It was be- 
lieved that two of the bullets fired by 
Short struck the bandit. 

Detective Kithcart told today of the 
last sight of the robber as related to 
him by Brakeman Ball. 

“Attracted to the rear of the train by 
the sound of shooting, Ball rushed out 
on the rear platform,” said Kithcart. 
“He saw a dark figure half leanfng half 
hanging over tthe railing and clutching 
to it. Ball pointed a sawed off shotgun 
at him. 


Said He Was Full of Bullets. 
***For God’s sake don’t shoot me. I’m 


full of bullets now,’ the man groaned. 
Uncertain whether the man was the rob- 
ber or a wounded passenger, Ball low- 
ered his gun. In a moment the robber 
had swung off the step and disappeared. 
The rear platform was covered: with 
stains, Ball said.’’ 

“I had two pocketbooks concealed in 
my berth,”’ Short said later at the hos- 
pital, “one containing $1000 in currency 
and in the other were just a few dol- 
lars. It is my custom to divide my 


| money in this manner when traveling 
j with a large sum. I had always figured 


in case ofia robbery that I would sur- 
render the purse containing the sinallter 
sum. 

“When the robber shook me and de- 
manded my money I was for an in- 
stant confused and only about half 
awake. During this interval I moved 
the pillow and shoved: back the covers, 
exposing the purse containing the large 
@mount. Realizing what I had done, i 
tried to hide the purse in the bed 
clothes again, but the robber was too 
quick for me. 

“What was that?’ he asked the por- 
ter. 

‘A pocketbook,’ was the answer. 

“ “Reach in and get it,’ the robber 
commanded, and, despite my efforts ty 
prevent it, the porter grabbed tne purse 
and handed it to the robber. 

“As he turned away.I got my pistol 
from under the pillow and began shoot- 
ing at him. He returned thé fire and 
disabled me. 

“He failed, however, to get a diamond 
ring, valued at $2000, and seven $2 gold 
nieces which were in a pocket of my 
trousers.”’ 

Short is one of the wealthiest mine 

owners of Jasper County and he oper- 
ates among the richest zinc and lead 
mines in that district. 
Six years ‘ago he was a miner work- 
ing for wages. He quit his job one day 
and began prospecting for himself., Six 
months later he h an income from 
his own mines of more than $1000 a 
week. ’

SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 2.—Another 
anti-alien land bill, copied directly from 
the Webb act, now before the. Senate, 
but with a clause added permitting 
aliens ineligible to citizenship to lease 
farming lands for a period of not ex- 
ceeding three years, has been § intro- 
duced in the Assembly. 

Its author, Assemblyman Bloodgood 
(Progressive), said .he had obtained a 
statement from Gov. Johnson that he 
had no objections to the new plan. 
The chief purposes served by intro- 
ducing the bill, said Bloodgood, was to 
get the Webb act before the Assembly 
so that no time would be lost when the 
Senate bill is passed and sent across to 
the lower house, which will then have 
both the original Webb draft and the 
new draft, with the exemption pertain- 
ing to leases from which to choose. 
Gov. Johnson said: ‘I told Mr. Blood- 
good I had no objections to any amend- 
ment that softens the bill, so long as 
it does not affect the big thing involved, 
namely, the prevention of ownership by 
those who are ineligible ta citizenship.” 
Brynn to Stay Several Days. 
Secretary of State Bryan gave notice 
to the Governor that he expected to re- 
main,/in the California capital for sev- 
eral days. — 
It was the plan of the. Progressive Re- 
publican majority to force the Webb 
bill to a Vote yesterday, but at the re- 
quest of the Democrats a postponement 
cf one day was granted and the matter 
was set as a special order for ll a. m. 
today. 
In return for the delay, the adminis- 
tration leaders received a pledge from 
the minority that it would abide by the 
results as shown in the final roll call 
tomorrow, and not demand a reconsid- | 
écration.

out by the telegram,’’ said Webb. 
“If this act should be passed, I quite 
realize that hereafter some person 
might contend for greater rights thar 
the act would seem, on its face, to 
give him, and in that case it would be 
quite proper for the courts to pass upon 
the question. I am at a loss, however, 
at this time to understand how th; 
Federal Government could become in 
any way involved in or responsible for 
such a contention.”’
